What follows would be of use to Apple /// Owners who use Pascal and an Epson 
printer. It would also be useful to other users of Apple /// Pascal (version 
1.1 or higher) who can use their printer manual to figure out how to do the 
same things . 

The Apple /// Pascal 1.1 editor permits putting characters other than the 
standard alpha-numeric set into a file. These "non-printing" characters may 
be prxnter control characters. This writeup shows what to enter into a text 
file to do some useful things with an Epson Mx printer. 

I used the tables on pages 136, 137 and 140 of the Apple /// Standard Device 
drivers manual and the Epson printer manual to figure out this partial list of 
such characters and character sequences:
